BENJAMIN WILLIAMS and ISAAC WILLIAMS came to 
Richmond, Va. near 1700, from Berkeshire, England. 
Benjamin was in N. 0. as early as 1735. He lived with 
his nephew COL. JOHN WILLIAMS at White Hall, N. C. 
efter his marriage to MISS PUGH of Bertie. Was married 
1745. 


The other brother, ISAAQ, lived in Richmond and 
was the father of the four brothers known to us. In- 
vestigations in Virginia may change it all. 


Col. Nathan Williams made an annual visit to 
Roanoke River and to Richmond, till his death in 1796.

I note in your preface to I. of W. Marriages your desire to 
have any possible errors called to your attention. On page 
56, you show: 


"Williams, William & Rebecca Eley, daue of Robert Eley, 
sat p 1738. W. B. 4, P. 233. We. Bs 6, P. 254." 


I have a copy of the first reference before me, which states: 


"Item I Give and bequeath unto my Daughter Rebecca 
Williams one Negro man Called Mingo to her and 
her heirs for Ever - " 


The second reference in W. B. 6 I do not have, and it is 
not included in Book IT W. & A~ I note also that you will 
provide a certified copy of the abstracts upon which you 
believe the marriage to be proved. Will you please send me 
a copy of this abstract for the 2nd reference in W. B. 6, 
P. 254, check for one dollar being enclosed. 


The following three abstracts of wills lead me to believe 
that Rebecca Eley married Nathan Williams of Northampton 
County, N. Ce, instead of William Williams. Not having the 
second reference it is difficult to draw a positive con- 
clusion, but I thought the evidence sufficiently strong to 
ask your opinion, particularly since you have your marriage 
as shown marked with a #.

An analysis of all available data leads me to this con- 
clusion; Rebecca Hley, the daughter. of Robert Eley of 
Isle of Wight, who died in 1739, married Nathan Williams 
of Northampton County, N.C. He was the son of Thomas 
Williams of Southampton Co. Va.» who died in 1759. Nathan 
and Rebecca Williams had two sons Thomas and Eley, and six 
daughters. The second son was given her family name. Two 
grandsons were also given her family name, viz: Anthony 
Elie Williams, son of Thomas; and William Elie Williams, 
son of Eley Williams.
